After the report on res > 
lutions had b een discussed the convention 
went into a committee of the whole and 
adopted the report. 
A resolution favoring 
the renewal of the covenant of the church 
was also adopted. 
The drift of the dis­ 
cussion was to urg) the jieople of the church 
to stand b y the old doctrine, despite the 
sneers of those favoring the innovations. 
The general assemb ly of iv*;) resa le 1 the 
article in the constitution prohib iting the use 
of the organ at services, leaving 
the intro­ 
duction of instrumental music optionalwlth 
the several congregations. 
The men who 
compose the new organization 
are anti- 
organists, and while, as Dr. Fulton snid, it 
vas not formed for the purpose of making a 
o new church, or to divide the church, b ut to 
give more loyalty to the 
members, it is tac­ 
itly understood that the b ody will agitate 
and use every endeavor to have the repeal­ 
ing clause repeals I. At the afterno o n session 
Hon. Jan es Dawson, of Iowa, pr • nted the 
following; 
Resolved, That in the event of accomplish- 
ing nothing b y the joint conference »-mtvni- 
pluted in the resolution, and if no relief U> 
given b y the next general assemb ly'on the 
question now disturb ing the peace 
and har­ 
mony of the church, we regret that 
wo* will 
b e placed under the painful necessity of im­ 
mediately taking such steps as will enab le us 
to maintain the principles of the United Prcs- 
b yteriun church as agree 1 to in the organiza 
tion. 
The resolution provokeil animated discus- 
rlon. 
Finally the following amendment was 
offered to take the place of the original reso­ 
lution after the words “harmony of th 
church :* 
It is the judgment of the convention that 
the general association at its fii-st meeting 
shall take proper action to meet the case and 
carry out the purposes of the convention to 
maintain tin* principles of the United Presb y­ 
terian church.

u s?’ they will often say to the su p erintendent, 
“of the warriors of Eu rop e!” They listen to 
battle accou nts and incidents in the lives of 
great soldiers with an interest intense Is vond 
descrip tion. 
With su ch sentiment# p ervad 
ins their natu res, it is not likely that they 
will make first-class, p lodding mechanics.

INDIAN'S AT SCHOOL. 
THE « DAMNO IMU STIÎIIÏS 


THE NURSERY OF ABORIGINAL SUPS 
AT LAWRENCE, KAN.

The Haskell institute cares for nearly 4 00 
pupil#, about one-third of whom are girls. 
There is a very considerable group of build­ 
ings forming the institute, which consists of 
large and capacious structures for the school 
rooms, dormitories and living purposes of the 
pupils and additional building# which are 
used for shops, storehouses of various kinds, 
and which constitute a little settlement 
There is also a large farm attached, on which 
the boy s are taught farming, gardening and 
the like, uud which is considered not the least 
valuable of the instructive agencies to which 
they are subjected. 
The institution Is under the management of 
a superintendent and a large staff of teachers 
and assistant# of various kinds. The number 
of tribes represented in the school is nearly 
or quite thirty , and includes the names of 
many of the most famous fighting Ix slies, as 
well as of others not so well known in history . 
“ Do y ou have any difficulty arising from 
the tribal distinctionsF’ was asked of the 
superintendent. 
“ There has lieen a good deal, a# I under­ 
stand, under prior managements, but I have 
substantially obliterated it under tho sy stem 
which I have adopted. There is an intense 
clannishness among the boy s on their arrival, 
and in fact their trilial affections ore never 
obliterate« !; and y et it is at least kept well 
in the background during their stay in tho 
institute.” 
BREAKING DOWN CLANNISHNESS. 
“ How do y ou bring this about? ” 
“ I arrange them into companies, selecting 
them with reference to size, putting the tall 
est boy s on the right, w*hieh, of course, pre­ 
vents any thing like tribal association. They 
are also mix ed at the tables, and tbo com­ 
panies arc roomed together in the various 
dormitories, and thus, by these and other 
means, tho tribal relations ore weakened by 
disuse, if not wholly obliterated.” 
“ Do y ou find any intellectual difference in 
the various tribes—that is, are some of the 
children of certain tribes brighter, quicker 
to learn, more or less docile than others? ” 
“ There is not much difference in that direc­ 
tion; the children of one clan are about the 
same in intellectual 
qualities as the re­ 
mainder. 
I do find an inequality in one re­ 
spect, and that is that I think I find more 
tractability and ambition among those pos­ 
sessed of w arrior blood. I had much rather 
teach tho clmdren of blanket Indians than 
those of the moro civilized. 
As to the* chil­ 
dren here, while there are twenty -nine tribes 
in all represented, there are more Chey ennes 
and Aropahoes than all others combined.” 
In reference to tho control of the boy s, the 
manager said that he has great success in ap­ 
pealing to their manly sentiments. 
It is 
enough to say to an erring boy ; “ A brave man 
would not do that I The son of a warrior 
would not do this!” When one of them gives 
his word on any thing or shakes hands on it, 
he regards his pledge as inviolable, and never 
“ goes back on it,” in the words of the super­ 
intendent. 
A trip through the shops reveals the boy s 
engaged in various occupations. In the rooms 
devoted to shoemaking, there were four or 
five y oung men of from 18 to 20 y ears of age 
engaged in repairing foot furniture. Borne 
specimens of their work were shown, and 
while they were not just what would be pro­ 
duced by a cosmopolitan artist, they wero at 
least creditable to the locality and tho oper­ 
ators. 
1 tu y handed out their work for in­ 
spection, and seemed sheepishly pleased at 
the 
commendation 
which 
their 
labors 
elicited. 
There were several y oung fellows at work 
in tho carpenter shop who shoved the piano 
and handled the mallet and chisel with as 
much earnestness as if they wero white men. 
The ex hibit in the blacksmith shop was as 
creditable as that of the other work places; 
and, in short, in all the mechanical depart­ 
ments the boy s seemed as much at home as if 
they wero inured to the business by genera­ 
tions of training. 
A POINT OF DIFFERENCE, 
There was, however, a point of difference 
between these y oung men and the same num­ 
ber cf white boy s. There is in the face of the 
thoroughbred mechanic an ex pression which 
seems to be in entire harmony w ith his occu­ 
pation. There was a lack of this in the faces 
of the y oung Indians. They were at the 
bench and forge, and y et from their counte­ 
nances they seemed to be far away . They 
worked, o s it were, mechanically , perfunc­ 
torily . 
They seemed one thing, and their 
surroundings something else. They were like 
an inharmonious element in the scene; as if 
two quite unlike things had been thrown to­ 
gether. Their ex pression was solemn, stern 
and uny ielding. During the entire visit of 
inspection there was scarcely such a thing as 
a smile to be seen on the faces of the boy or 
gjirl. This is not owing to any thing like un-

those days wou ld yield balleen and oil to the 
valu e of $ 700 to f 8D), and one vessel wou ld 
often retu rn from a cru ise with these p rodu cts 
from the carcasses of twenty or more whales, 
it is evident the money was well invested. The 
average amou nt of oil to be h:u l from a single 
whale was from 4,<MK) to 4.200 gallons. 
A 
whale u su ally p rodu c« d from twenty to thirty 
tons of blu hticr, with an average of 200 gal­ 
lons of oil l<> each ton. 
Althou gh « hip s hare 
been known to retu rn from a voyage “clear,” 
that is. withou t having talnm a whale, this 
was a ran* t hing. The greatest take ever made 
was that of the Gilson, which brou ght home 
forty-fou r whales, that yielded 200 tons of oil, 
or 2.50 gallons to the ton. 
This was in 181-1, 
when oil was worth $ 100 p er ton. 
The cargo 
yielded $ 47,840. 


NO W HALING CENTERS TO-DAY. 
Prop erly sp eaking there are 110 whaling 
centers to-day in any country iti the world 
The Scotch Ushers of this class combine seal­ 
ing and other work with that of cruising for 
whales, and the c ap tu re of one of these ocean 
monsters is the ex cep tion rather than tbo 
rule. The French w’halers are so few and 
rep resent so small a class that like the Amer­ 
ican trade the whale fishery in France is said 
to lie a thing of t he jmst. 
Although some of 
them winter in northern seas, the majority of 
the ships now engaged in whaling summer in 
the Arctics and rot uni in the autumn. Occa­ 
sionally an adventurous captain will make a 
voyage in sou thern latitudes and cruise for 
the southern or cape w hale rather tlian lay 
his vessel up, while others go into winter 
quarters hear the coast of Iceland and hunt 
the Nordkapcr of the Icelander. 
These whales, however, are so fierce and 
their capture attended by so many dangers 
that it is difficult to get a crew willing to 
encounter them. 
A few specimens of tho 
humpbacked whale are still found in the 
North sea and in the neighborhood of the 
Bermudas, but it is rarely that one of them 
is taken. 
In the early day s of Arctic ex ­ 
ploits and tho search for a northwest passage 
travelers depended largely upon the flesh and 
oil of the whale, w hich they purchased from 
the Esquimaux , for their food, and upon the 
bone and ballcen for their tents, boats and 
harpoons. 
To-day it is said by those who 
have but recently returned from these regions 
that if the Esquamaux alone depended upon 
the whale for these things they would starve 
and freeze to death. 
NEW STYLE OF WHALERS. 
The ships now engaged in the trade are 
nearly all steam vessels, with which such 
famous whalers as the Polly , Rockett, Eastern 
Star, Mary and Sam, Rover, Ice King, Gib­ 
son and others if now in commission could 
hardly compete. 
The old sailing vessels that 
for y ears braved the dangers of an Arctic 
winter have most of them made their last 
voy age, although a few like tho Rocket and 
Polly are engaged in the coasting trade, and 
others are in use by tho Nova Scotian mack­ 
erel fishers. 
Of the new sty le of whalers the Bear, 
Thetis and Alert, that carried out the Greely 
relief p arty about two y ears ago, are of the 
most approved pattern. The introduction of 
these steam vessels into the whale fishery 
service is regarded by some as another reason 
for its decline. 
They rendered the work too 
easy . 
Not only were they independent of 
wind and tide, but they were stanehly built, 
and could force their way where tho old 
sty le vessels did not dare to go. 
They were 
fortified with additional pianks, iron plate» , 
u fals« i or ice stem and with heavy iron ice 
knees, to say nothing of the heavy iron sides 
and stem and the angular blocks used for 
bracing tho frame. 
Although strength was 
more requ isite than fast sailing, these vessels 
often made ten knots an hour, and that, too, 
throu gh immense fields of drift ice. 
A reporter met a grizzly bearded old salt of 
00 sitting on the stringpiece of tho pierhead 
at the foot of Whitehall street the other day , 
who summed up tho sailors' views of the 
whale fishery in a few words. The old man 
had spent fifty y ears in wide oceans and in 
tho Arctic circle, but is content now with a 
mate’s berth on a three-masted schooner trad­ 
ing along the coast. 
“ Wbalin’ haint not only 
no good now,” he said, “ but taint bin in nigh 
onto twenty y ears. 
A who]in’ hand is paid 
by a ‘lay ’ or a share in ther profits. Taint i.o 
hard job ter fix things so as ter show no prof­ 
its, an’ so J ack gits no share. 
His duds is 
surplied ter him from the ship’s stores at 
prices so big that a fo'eastlo hand usually 
comes home in debt ter the ship. 
Perhaps he 
hez made a one, two or a three y ear’s v’y age. 
He hez chased the greatest of this y ere earth's 
monsters far away near Kamscatchy er in 
the Orstralian seas-taint 
no matter—In# 
time, toil and sufferin’ is paid fer in grub, 
grog an’ terbaeker, an’ that o’ the meanest 
/ sort*’—New York Mail and Ex press. 


Detrimental food, which, by raason of 
their su p erior strength, may not seriou s­ 
ly » fleet the health of adu lts, as is well 
known, frequ ently acts u p on the more 
delicate organs of ¿the child to p rodu ce 
disordeis of ibe most seriou s character. 
The » mou nt of lau danu m or other p oison 
tbu t wou ld be harmless to an adu lt will 
cau se the death of an infant. 
This great 
difference between the vitality of adu lts 
and children is too generally overlooked 
in the p rep aration of food. 
Becau se no 
harm immediately p ercep tible comes to 
the adu lt by the u se of an article of food, 
no thou ght is given to the effect it may 
have u p on the more delicate orgiins of 
inferior age. 
Children diet largely u p on coke ar« d 
bread, and these articles, if light, sweet 
and comp osed of materials that are free 
from inju riou s su brianees, are easily di 
gested, nu tritiou s and wholesome. There 
is a danger to ou r children, however, 
lu rking in their bread and coke which is 
too often lost sight of. 
These articles 
are now leavened largely by 
baking 
p owdera. and when j u re and wholesome 
baking p owders are u sed, they make not 
only the most p alatable food, hu t one 
mu ch rr.orc w holesome and nu tritive than 
if leavened with yeast or cream of tartar 
and soda. 
The trou ble arises from the 
fact as shown by recent scientific tests by 
the Government chemists nod b y official 
boards of health, that all those baking 
p owders, with the single ex cep tion of 
the Royal, contain either lime, alu m, 
p hosp hates, or acids of au inju riou s 
character. 
Therefore when 
bread 
or 
cake is made with the u se of these cbeaj» 
baking p owders these ingredients (which 
are p resent throu gh the efforts of the 
manu factu rers to p rodu ce « cheap er arti 
cle) |>a# s into the food and are taken into 
the delicate organs of cbilhood where 
they are the*sou rce of very mu ch of the 
disease with which ou r children are af­ 
flicted. 
Persons who have not strong consiitu 
tions, growing giils, you ng children and 
nou rishing mothers arc p articu larly lia­ 
ble to the evil effects p rodu ced by the 
introdu ction of the adu lterants D a rn e d as 
fou nd in the cheap l akiDg p o w d e r s . 
Heartbu rn and the p revalent forms*of in 
digestion are often solely traceable to the 
action of alu m on the delicate coats of 
the stomach.^Prof.nWillard Parker, U. 
S. Su rgeon-GeneralrHammord, Prof. A1 
onzo Clark, most eminent p hysicians of 
New York, with scores of otbeis, have 
written imd sp oken most earnestly of the 
evils arising frcm p artaking of su ch food. 
There shou ld be as mu ch care in the 
choice of a baking p ow der as in obtain­ 
ing p u re milk or in having a p rescrip tion 
comp ou nded fiom p u re dru gs and not 
from p oisons. 
The matter is one of the greacst im 
portance, particulaily to tLe rising gen­ 
eration, and while our conservative law 
makers are making up their minds as to 
the proper legislation to stop the sale of 
the poisonous compounds, mothers will 
do well to study it carefully . 
The house­ 
keeper will ex perience no inconvenience 
in discarding the use of the adulterated 
baking powder, if she lias been using it, 
as the Roy al Baking Powder upon the 
purity and wholesonaeness of which all 
the Government chemists agree, is equal­ 
ly accessible; but she will not need to ex - 
eicise a close watch upon her packages 
from the grocer in order to prevent the 
inferior brands from creeping into her 
kitchen unawares. 
In what we have felt it our duty to say 
in reference to the subject of baking 
power there is no intention to disparage 
the work or the products of those many 
manufacturers in other lines of food pro­ 
ducts who, with conscientiouness and 
liberality , are sery incr the public with 
pure and wholesome article of diet.
